* Daring the past fortnight the special tele 
grams from Singapore which we were able 
to place before our readers reflected the 
financial condition ‘of the. Chinese Bazaar 
in the Southern Colony. ‘That condition 
the Singdpure ree ress describes as 
“ demoralised and unstable,” asd under this 
qaption’ thus relates the’ prevailing state. of 
-affairs in” the focal, ‘monetary inarket. 
“Idr some considerable time past the 
local market has been suffering from what 
is euphemistically.called ‘depression. ‘The’ 
boom of some two years ago led all’ the 
native firms to buy largely, with the result 
that they are still very much overstocked, 
The purchases were made at a rate of ex: 
changé varying (rom 1j104 to zfs, which 
‘meant so many more dollars for a pound’s 
worth of goods than at present. ‘The con- 
tracts.were made in dollars, and now have to 
‘be met on the basis of 2/4 to the dollar. 
And although the dollar price of goods.in 
stock has'not gone down to an extent cor: 
‘responding to the rise in exchange, some ‘re- 
duction has had to be made, and thé gener-, 
al holding off of purchasers has produced a 
very dull state of the market, There have 
been other influences at: work, too. The 
recent big, fire at Bangkok destroyed some 
five hundred houses. ‘The inmates’ nearly 
all owed money to the local ‘dealers, and 
as the majority of them were uninsured 
(here is now ho chance of the obligations 
being met. Hence the big failure. This in 
its-luen‘has affected many more firms and 
crashes are still following. Another ‘Chin- 
.| ese firm has closed its doors this week and 
their affairs are now being gone into, with

The: belief has been. held by historians and 
philasophers that if Abderahman had won the 
battle of Tours, all Europe and America would 
to-day be Mohammedan instead of Christian, 
_and the Koran would be expounded in Oxford 
wand Cambridge and Yale and Harvard. 

Mormonism closely imitated Ixlam in its at- 


tention ta civics and materialities, and all | 


modern prophets who have flourished for a time 
have attended closely to: the affairs of this 
world, while using revelation to direct their 
followers. to the life to come. The most suc- 
cessful of these in our immediate time, was 
Dowie, the third Elijah, the founder of the 
Christian Catholic church and of Zidn City.
